Ernesto Cardinal Ruffini. arch- 


bishop of Palermo, broadcast the 
bishops' 
communique over the 


Italian radio. He also asked that 
a shrine be erected on the spot 
where the statuette's manifesta- 
tion of tears was reported to have 
occurred first on Aug. 29. 


Since 
that day, hundreds of 


thousands of Italians and tourists 
from other lands have jammed the 
narrow Via Degli Ortl (Street of 
the Gardens), one of the humblest 
ntreeti of Syracuse, to seek the 
Madonna's intervention. 


The decision of the bishops fol- 


lowed long otudy by a medical 


ud al«o a private 


audience in which Archbishop El- 
tore Baranzini of Syracuse was re- 
ceived by Pope Pius and reported 
to him on the statuette. 


The doctors' commission report- 


ed that It could find no natural 
explanation for the moisture that 
reported emerged from the enam- 
eled eyes of the statuette. Thf 
commission also said that analysis of 
the moisture showed it to have trie 
same composition us human tears.

or because he didn't want to get rough unless he had to, he 
maintained the appearance of avoiding pressure. 


• - --He repeatedly spoke of the right of the White House and 
•congress to a difference of views, but he soon found out that 
•while he was being mild some of his pet plans could be stran- 
gled by rongress. 


His first full realization of that possibility was provided 


by Sen. McCarthy of Wisconsin and other members of his 
own party when they stood in the way of his appointment of 


• Charles E. Bohlen as ambassador to Russia. 


It was Taft who met McCarthy head on for Eisenhower 


hnd won approval of Bohlen in the senate. With Taft doing 
the in-fighting, Eisenhower could afford to be mild.

Defeat of the 
Soggy Crust 


Holiday pie time Is here and 


you'll want to treat your family to 
pies that are perfect. Even the 
most exciting pies can be ruined 
by soggy undercrusts, so heed 
these suggestions on how to pre- 
vent them by Carmel Along, foods 
specialist, Univeisity of Illinois 
college of agriculture. 


For apple, cranberry and other 


fruit pies, try sprinkling part of 
the flour and sugar over the bot- 
tom crust before you put the fruit 
in. Or thicken the fruit first, part- 
ly cook and cool before putting it 


I into unbaked crusts. Then bake 
quickly at 425 deg. Fahrenheit. 


Banana, coconut and others in 


the cream-pie category require a 


i slightly different treatment. Cook 


the filling and let it partly cool 
before pouring it into a baked pie 
shell. Some find that it helps to 
brush the crust of custard pie 
with beaten egg and let it dry in 
the refrigerator for 10 minutes be- 
fore adding the filling. 


A suggestion for custard pies is 


to bake the custard in a separate 
pie tin the same size as the baked 
shell. Cool completely, then run a 
'<nife around the edge and slip the 
cus'ard into the crisp bottom crust.

FRANKFURT. G e r m a n y «v- 


Suspended Chief Justice William 
Clark p r e s i d e d defiantly—and 
alone—today in the U. S. appeals 
court in Germany. 


Continuing his opposition to State 


-department orders suspending him 
for insubordination and dismissing 
him on Jan. 8 as "surplus," the 
Princeton, N. J., Judge read a 
statement to photographers and 
newsmen, heard two cases argued 
briefly and said he would not hold 
court Tuesday. 


"There wouldn't be any point in 


doing it all over again," he added. 


He said also he had not' yet de- 


cided whether to appear for duty 
JanV 18 when Acting Chief Justice 
Carl W. Fulghum of Glenwood 
Springs, Colo., named by the State 
department to succeed Clark, has 
•cheduled the court's next session. 


Fulghum did not appear in or 


near the courtroom today. 


The tall, silver-haired C l a r k 


strode grimly into the courtroom 
and proceeded with the calendar, 
which Fulghum had ordered post- 
poned until Jan. 18. 


"I consider the instructions dis- 


missing the 
calendar for 
this 


morning null and void as they do 
not bear my signature," Clark an- 
nounced. "Nevertheless, I cannot 
physically compel the attendance 
of lh« other judges. I greatly re- 
gret they have been willing to obey 
the State department's, orders and 
have not been willing to act as 
free and I n d e p e n d e n t judges 
should." 


Clark contends he 'was ordered 


fired because of his frequent criti- 
cism of U. S. high commission 
policy in Germany. He refuses to 
recognize the orders suspending 
and dismissing him. asserting he 
can be ousted only for cause. 


"Lawyers all througn our history 


have fought for democracy and the 
keystone of its arch, a free and un- 
trammeled judicial system. Power 
corrupts and so requires checks 
and balances. The best check is an 
Impartial court system and the 
best balance the scales of justice."

The last atomic explosion at Bi- 


kini probably will become, by com- 
parison, a puny little pop. 


Islands May Vanish 


The release of a force equaling 


two or more millions of tons of 
exploding TNT could erase all 
trace of not only one but possibly 


vseveral of the islands fringing the 
lagoon. There were reports, never 
denied by the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, that the 1952 test of a 
relatively small hydrogen device 
destroyed the island upon which the 
device was mounted. That island 
was in the Eniwetok Atoll, where 
the AEC has been conducting big- 
scale tests of nuclear explosions 
since 1948. 


Early this year the commission 


announced, without explanation, it 
wan including the long-unused Bi- 
kini Atoll, also in the Marshall Is- 
lands groupv with Eniwetok, in its 


i testing ground. 


This made it apparent that pro- 


jected tests were to be of such 
magnitude that it was considered 
inadvisable to endanger 
perma- 


nent installations, at Eniwetok.

Careful Washing 
Methods Needed 
For White Wash 


If the fruits of last washday's la- 


bors didn't turn out as white and 
colorful as you expected them to 
bt, don't blame it on your new gas 
clothes dryer. The dryer can pro- 
:ect but it can neither harm nor 
mprove the color of the washed 
'abric. It all depends on the wash- 


Before clothes become.too soiled,- 


Jiey should be washed in hot wa- 
ter with a synthetic detergent or 
soap, and a, water softener. White 
clothes .wash'ed in hard water inevi- 
Ably'.lose whiteness. 


The first rinse water should be 


softened if soap has been used. It 
should be warm and clothes must 


t vigorously agitated in the water. 
In hard water areas, use' of' syn- 


thetic detergents may be preferred 
o soap. The no-rinse method sim- 
plifies laundering, but it also low- 
ers the standard for color in the 
finished clothes. If soil remains 
after washing colors will be dulled. 


Chlorine bleach, used sparingly 


in solution to remove stains and 
brighten colors, should be rinsed 
out thoroughly. Failure to do so 
may cause yellowing when heat is 
applied in the dryer, or by ironing. 


When soiled clothes remain in the 


hamper too long, persiration and 
other stains may be set. Ammo- 
nia added to the wash water — \{ 
to 1 cup — may overcome objec 
tionable perspiration odor as well 
as yellowed appearance of sheets 
and underwear, especially in warm 
weather. 


Clear white can be maintained in 


clothing and linens with good wash- 
ing, and colors will remain bright 
and clean with proper attention. 
Your gas dryer, safely scaled 
against soot, dust and smoke, will 
safeguard the results of washing.
